* T have now to acquaint you, fir, that I have for fome 
time fince, been meditating an enterprize againfta French 
armed thip lying at Port Plate, protected by her own 
guns, and a fort of three heavy cannon, It was my firk 
intention to have gone in with the Conititution, and to have 
filenced the fort and fhip, which had all her guns on one 
fide, to co-operate with the fort in defending againit any 
holtile force. But after the beft information | could gain, 
1 found ic to be formiewhat dangerous to approach the en- 
trance of the harbour with a fhip of the draught of wacer 
of the Conftinution, Having detained the floop Sally, 
which had left Port Plate but afew days before, and 
which was to have returned there again previous to her 
failing to the United States, lt conceived this floop would 
be a fuitable veff-l for a difguife; I therefore inanned her 
at fea from the Confticution with about go brave feaman 
and mariners; the lauer were to be commanded by Capx. 
Carmack and Lieut, Amory, when on fhore; but the en- 
tire command of this detachment [ gave to Mr, Hail, my 
‘firft Lieutenant, who entered the harbor of Port Plate yef- 
terday in open day, and approached the fert and fhip, 
with his men in the hold of the floop, except § or 6 to 
work ber in. They ranalong fide of the thip, and board- 
ed her (word in hand, without the lofs of a man killed or 
wounded, Atthe moment the fhip was boarded, and 
agreeable to my plan, Capt. Carmack and Liew. Amory, 
landed with the marines, up to their necks in water, and 

and fpiked up the cannon in the fort, before the command. 
ing Officer in the caftle had time to recolle& of prepare 
himfeif for defence. Perhaps no enierprize of the fame 
moment was ever better executed ; and I feel myfelf un- 
der great obligations to Lieut.

Gantrar----.For ten days the Army of Italy has been 


engaged with the enemy. Finding myfelf detatched from 
the army of the Commander in Chief, Massawa, and hav- 





of the army, I think it my duty to do fo dire&ly. On 
the 17th Germinal, Gen, Melas attacked in perfon the 
heights of Savona, Lieutenant-General Souche:, who 
commanded them, withftood, during (Ht whole day, the 
attack of the enemy on Cadiburna and Montenotie, 19 or- 
der that he might be able to fend to the fort of Savona 
what was neceffary for its defence, and to effeét his re- 
treat to Genoa; for at the commencement of the day he 
could eafily perceive that the euemy had fuch a fuperiority 
of forces that he could not hope to overcome them. He 
threw a garrifon of 700 men into the fort of Savona, and 
in the evening eficcied his retreat to Albiffol. 

The faine day General Miollis was attacked on the Ri- 
viere di kevante, He was at firit ob:iged to fall back; 
but on the 17th, General Maifena advanced thither in per- 
fon, beat the Auftrians, and took from them 2500 prifon- 
ers, among whom is General Baron d’Afpre. 

On the goth, General Maffena attacked the enemy at 
Safelio and Aloiffola, The affair continued the whole 
day, aod on the ey ft General Maffena britk!y repulfed the 
enemy, and took from them a great number of prifoners. 
On the agd, 24th and 25th, General Maffena had tharp 
engagemenis, the refult of which was conflantly in our fa- 
vor. He took from the enemy 4500 prifone:s, feven 
flandards, and fix pieces of cannon. 3 

On the 1gth, however, I had evacuated the pofitioa of 
Saint Jacques, and had advanced to the line of Borgetto.--- 
During this time General Zablonoufki completely beat the 
divion of the enemy which was debouching by Tanaro, 
and had already arrived at Pieva. He took from them 500 
prifoners. 

On the igth having received orders from Gen, Maffena 
to attack the cnemy, I maiched on the goth, The troops 
took by aifault and the bayonet the tower and redoubi of | 
Melogno, with 400 prifoners, 12 of whom were officers 
The Chief of the battalion of Vedal belonging to the gqth 
demi-brigade was the firlt that rufhed into the entrench. 
meats, The Col. of the Aultrian regiment of Orange was 
killed. 

The numerous redoubtis of Settepani were taken on the 
2ift. General Compere, with a part of the 7th light, in- 
fantry, the grenadie:s of the g4th, and aoth, favoured by 
a very thick fog, furrounded the enemy, aud took 1200 
prifoners of the regiment of Hoff and of toe Prince of 
Orange, amoug whom where a Major aud two Licutenant- 
Colonels, Que ttandard only fell into our hands, the reR 
naving been concealed among the rocks. 

My Jofs in thefe different affairs does nox exceed one 
hundred and twenty wounded, and thirty killed. The 
lofy of the enemy, independently of the prifoners, has 
bas been much greater. 

On the 2oih, Gen, Clanfel was engaged the whole day 
on the {mail hills in the neighbourhood of Saimt Jacques 
He took prifoners, 150 Hungarian grenadiers Chevalier, 
Cmmef da battalion, Affiftant to the Adjuiant General Su- 
hgnac, was killed. We fought the whole day of the 22d 
General Solignac was wounded, 

Genezal Gudinot, Chief of the ftaff, who was the bear- 
¢: of difpatches from the Commander in Cmef, has juit 
joined me. - I am on the heigtns of the Finale and Mologno. 
The 04th demi-brigade has juflarrived We are going 
to redouble our cfforts for a general aud decifive attack.
